| into the construction of roads. W ith 
their construction,

and individuals living in them were 
! relieved of the upkeep 
roads, which has been a 
dous saving to them in road taxes. 
In 1933. the state appropriated th ir­ 
teen million dollars to be apportion­ 
ed among the townships for roads, 
according to the am ount of dirt

in 
the 
townships, 
w'hich 
am ounted to $117 per mile, all this 
in relief of the townships. 
"I believe you will find the next 
legislature will take over the entire 
road system throughout the state. 
"In the city, if a street is paved 
the cost is assessed against the abut­ 
ting property.
